‘It the authorize the $34,200,000; 
‘pond issues which will be submitted to 
them at the April 13 election, the city, 
funded debt—both authorized and out- 
standing—will exceed its lawful limit 
‘by $33,136;907.03. 

It will require seven years. to place 
the new bonds on the market with the 


Other $36,034,600 worth which the vot- 
ers have authorized, but which remain’ 
to be sold—provided no other bonds are 
approved and disposed of in the mean- 
time. In the latter case the interval 
which must elapse before all the securi- 
ties can be floated will depend upon a 
number of factors. 

Inquiry at the controller's office yes- 
terday disclosed the following situation: 
‘ The debt incurring power of the mu- 
nicipality is $82,658,518.10, which is 5 
per cent of the assessed valuation. 


43 Millions in Bonds Out Now. 


Bonds are outstanding to the amount 
Of $43,405,600. But there is an addi- 
‘tional debt, including treasurer’s war- 
rants, judgments, and-so-forth,. of. $2,- 
116,225.13, which must be charged 
against the gross limitation. 

Thus the city’s outstanding obliga- 
tions total $45,560,825.13, leaving an 
unexercised debt incurring power of 
$37,097,692.97. 

Against this amount, however, the 
voters already have authorized $36,- 
034,600 in bond issues, approved at the 
November election. 

Securities Still to Be Sold. 

Only about $3,000,000 of these securi- 
ties have been disposed of, according 
to the controller’s staff. When the 
total issues of $28,600,000 were author- 
ized last November, there was stiil a 
balance of $7,434,600 in securities ap- 
proved by the public but still unsold. 
Some of these issues are of several 
years’ standing. 

A statement of the controller as of 
Dec. 31, 1919, does not show, for ex- 
ample, thd@t any of the bridge bonds, 
series of 1916, for $3,000,000, has been 
placed on the market. Yet the people 
are asked to sanction $9,200,000 in ad- 
ditional bridge bonds. There is like 
wise about $1,000,000 in municipal 
street lighting bonds still unsold, still 
the pubic is asked to approve $15,000,- 
}000 more for the same purpose. 

The city’s debt is decreased about 
$5,000,000 annually through the retire- 
ment of -bonds outstanding. It follows 
that to sell all the securities now au- 
thorized, together with the proposed 
new issues, will require almost sets 
years.

The sixty day limit on flour sales by 
millers has been removed by the Unit- 
ed States Grain corporation, efféctive 
April 1. This means the millers can 
now sell flour for delfvery within any 
time they deem advisable, as the re- 
moval of the order brings conditions 
nearer to normal. 

Section seven of the 
which governed flour sales, prevented 
sules beyond June 30, 1920. These reg- 
ulations did not apply to federal, state, 
er municipal contracts, but millers are 
now free to do as they feel disposed. 

Will Bey Back Wheat. 


All wheat bought by bona fide millers 


from the Grain corporation under its 
offer of resale made last December wi! 
be bought back, if not shipped, should 
the millers desire to resell. This gn- 
nouncement was made late yesterdaf in 
2 special notice to millers in zone Ne. 2, 
ghich covers Chicago territory. “The 
offer is open from April 5 to 10, inclusive. 
The Grain corporation has been unable 
to ship all the wheat it sold to millers 
last December, when nearly 17,000,000 
bu were held here, most of it o by 
the Grain corporation. Efforts to obtain 
cars to move the wheat have failed, as 
there were 8,772,000 bu here last Satur 
day night,
